“I have been in favor for some- 
time of more stringent qualifica- 
tions for voters,” he says. 

“I believe that because of the 
present availability of a high 
school education—either from 
private or public institutions—that 


every person should be required 
to have at least a high school 
education or its equivalent before 
being qualified to vote,’’ Cook 
says. 

The attorney general, however, 
would not make his proposal ap- 
ply to those qualified voters now 
on the registration rolls. These 
would be exempted through a 
“grandfather clause.” But he 
would make it apply to new vot- 
ers. 

“I’m against wiping out the 
present registration list and start- 
ing over,” Cook says. 

An attempt at general re-reg- 
istration, with the obvious aim of 
ridding the rolls of Negro voters, 
was made with highly unsuc- 
cessful results in 1949. It won't 
likely be tried again.

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Your City’s Future 
Calls for Experience 


It has been pointed out many times 
and by many agencies, including this 
newspaper, that the problems of growth 
will continue to challenge to the limit 
the human and economic resources of the 
Atlanta metropolitan community. 

But right now during the mayoralty 
campaign it is doubly important that all 
citizens remain alert to the problems im- 
mediately ahead. Never has there been a 
greater need for responsible, experienced 
leadership. Only such leadership can keep 
the community on an even keel and con- 
tinue to give it the character which 
makes it great. 

We need to be reminded, for instance, 
that since 1950 Atlanta’s growth has 
been at a greater rate than at any time 
in this century. The 190,000 persons who 
joined the population between 1950 and 
1957 pushed the population to 885,000. 
By late 1960, which is just three years 
away, this is expected to pass a million. 
By 1970, conservative estimates say the 
metropolitan area will have 1,250,000 
people. 

While stressing the need for long- 
range planning, there are immediate 
problems which must be met in the next 
four years. The citizens recently ap- 
proved a bond issue calling for multi- 
million-dollar expenditures for schools, 
sewers, water, expressways, streets, parks 
and civic institutions. This is according 
to a carefully planned, systematic pro- 
cedure in which the community’s best 
minds participated. 

_ During this period of adjustment and 
growth, these plans must be translated 
into action. If they are not, as Pres- 
ident Ben S. Gilmer of Southern Bell 
said in a speech last week, we'll have 
such a mess by 1965 and 1975 that it 
will be almost impossible to straighten 
it out. 

The necessity of financial responsibil- 
ity in Atlanta’s city government is thus 
a major consideration. But equally im- 
portant is that the entire metropolitan 
community proceed with its development 
along orderly lines. 

The Hartsfield administration has 
shown, of course, its ability to cope with 
these problems during the city’s great- 
est era of growth. It is not the time for 
divisions and for trusting unknown quan- 
tities. Atlanta has shown an ability to 
meet its problems with intelligence and 
determination. It must continue to do so. 

While The Constitution regrets that 
an “independent” candidate made this 
general election campaign necessary, 
voters should prepare now to go to the 
polls on Dec. 4 and register their ap- 
proval by a huge majority of the sound, 
steady course of progress as charted by 
the incumbent administration.

The Russian Language 
Belongs on Curricula 


The University of Georgia’s decision 
to begin teaching the Russian language 
in an elective course represents a step 
toward filling a decided vacuum in this 
country’s preparedness program. 

Russia’s recent success with satellites 
is inspiring a new emphasis upon the 
study of science in the United States. But 
so far there has been no corresponding 
surge in stressing the importance of stu- 
dents learning more about the Russian 
people—their. customs, habits, reactions, 
beliefs and, more important, their lan- 
guage. 

Lack of ability to read or speak foreign 
languages was a stumbling block to Amer- 
ican servicemen in World: Wars, I, II 
and in the Korean conflict. 

Russia, on the other hand, has lan- 
guage institutions.in nearly all of its ma- 
jor cities. Visitors to the Soviet Union re- 
port that a high percentage of its citizens 
speak at least two languages in addition 
to their own. Study of the lan- 
guage doubtless has a high priority on the 
school agenda. 

More American colleges should include

Russian in their curricula. Breaking the 
language barrier would be a tremendous 
stride toward breaking other barriers in 
wars whether cold or hot,

Farm Surplus Reflects 
Lag in Basic Research 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson's 
warning here yesterday of further dras- 
tic cuts looming in cotton acreage hastens 
the need for increased diversification and 
greatly accelerated research programs. 


Farm surpluses worry Mr. Benson like 
a reoccurring nightmare. They are the 
“No. 1 problem today,” he told the Golden 
Jubilee meeting of the American Society 
of Agronomy. 


While it is true they are a major 
problem today, the fact remains that 
realistic action has lagged in creating new 
uses and markets for the surpluses and 
in formulating national policies that will 
encourage farmers to stay with the land. 
In the years ahead it will be needed to 
feed and clothe a far larger population. 


The immediate need is, as Mr. Ben- 
son said, for broad and balanced research 
looking to both the present and future. 
Progress in finding scientific ways in 
which to increase the yield per acre has 
greatly outstripped research into utiliza- 
tion, marketing and consumption. 


But there can be no letup’ in..in- 
creasing soil fertility, an undertaking in 
which the agronomists are doing well. 
The Cobalt-60 irradiating device, which 
soon will be operating at the University 
of Georgia, is a good investment toward 
production of new varieties of crops and 
will serve other worthwhile purposes. 


Efforts must be intensified not only 
at the local level but by the adminis- 
tration in Washington to spur a surge in 
research into new uses for agricultural 
products and into marketing. This phase 
of farm programming, which has dawdled 
inexcusably, holds unturned keys to a 
brighter era for agriculture.

The date was 
Nov. -20, 1866. 
The place was 
Millville, Ohio. 
How come then | 
‘“‘Kenesaw Mountain” when the 
connection seems so remote? 

It was this way. The father was 
Dr. Abraham Landis. In 1864 Dr. 
Landis was a surgeon attached to 
an Ohio regiment. The regiment 
was a unit in the Federal army 
on line of battle in the vicinity of 
Kennesaw Mountain. 

The doctor from Ohio was ad- 
ministering to a wounded man, 
close to the line of battle. A can- 
non ball fired by a Confederate 
gun came ‘owling along the 
ground, its force almost, but not 
quite, spent. The cannon ball, a 
12-lb. solid shot, hit Dr. Landis on 
the leg. It shattered the bone, 
leaving a scar and a lifetime im- 
pression. 

Two years later, back home in 
Ohio, when the doctor’s son was 
born the family debated for two 
years on the uame. At last there 
came the day. Perhaps the weath- 
er“was damp and Landis Pere felt 
a reminiscent twinge in his battle- 
scarred leg. Anyhow, the Landis 
family named the boy for the bat- 
tle where his father was wounded. 

That is the judge’s own story, 
told when he visited Kennesaw 
Mountain N ational Battlefield 
Park in 1942 and recorded by B. 
C. Yates, park custodian.

Dr. Kirkpatrick said that the 
legislative committee would not 
act as a lobby or pressure group 
but would simply be an education | 
tool to inform people on the issues.

ADOPT MANIFESTO 

Upon urging by the Christian 
and Social Relations committee, 
the group adopted the recent man- 
ifesto by 80 Atlanta ministers as 
the Council’s official stand on the 
race issue.

MacCallum, representing the 
New York firm of Frederic R. 
Harris, Inc., made the observa- 
tions in explaining a water sur- 
vey report which his firm made 
for the counties of Fulton, De- 
Kalb, Cobb, Clayton, Douglas and 
Gwinnett. 

MacCallum told representatives 
of the counties, the City of At- 
lanta, the press, the Metropolitan 
Planning Commission and the At- 
lanta Chamber of Commerce that 
“it is not too late” to slow down 
pollution of the potential major 
water source for the counties.

After the 
hearts were rebid, North offered 
his raise and South proceeded to 
game. 

West opened his fourth best 
club and East took in the ace and 
returned the ten. South's queen 
fell to the king and West contin- 
ued with the jack. 

It was plain to the declarer that 
the success of the _ contract 
hinged upon the location of the 
king of spades. If the finesse was 
“on,” there was nothing to it. If 


not, there was apparently nothing 
that could be done about it. 


For a moment the declarer 
toyed with the involved idea of 
some sort of a strip and end play. we. 
If the trumps were evenly divided, sets 
a diamond could be ruffed, and ee 
then if West held the 13th dia- 
mond, he could be thrown in with 
it and forced to lead a spade. But 
this was too complicated and de- 
pended upon finding too specific 
a holding. 

Declarer hit upon a more direct 
way. On the third club lead he 
discarded the three of spades. The 
psychological effect of such a play 
is very definite. If declarer ap- 
pears to show no special interest 
in holding a certain suit, defend- 
ers will almost invariably lead 
that suit. 


Whether it is right or not to do 
so, we are not here considering, 
but I think it is a marked ten- 
dency of defenders to make haste 
to cash tricks in a suit that is be- 
ing discarded. Obviously, West’s 
shift now to a spade was not the 
best tactics; but that does not de- 
prive South of the gratification 
of having induced the error.

“Too few parents recognize a 
gifted child, with all the em- 
phasis on slow learners these 
days. Parents often think a 
bright child is just piain pesky, 
so they curb him. He becomes 
rebellious because he can't ex- 
press himself and winds up a 
problem child,”” said Dr. Lenore 
Vaughn-Eames, a pioneer in 
psychology and education of the 
gifted at New Jersey State 
Teachers College. 


“It's up to parents to dis- 
cover the exceptional child, be- 
cause schools today tend to neg- 
lect him. If he doesn’t get help 
before he reaches the fifth 
grade, chances are he'll be a 
problem,” said Dr. Vaughn- 
Eames, who is a member of the 
newly formed National Council 
for the Gifted. 


HELPS TALENTED 


The council aims to help pre- 
school, elementary and high 
school systems, colleges and in- 
dustries develop programs for 
training youngsters with un- 
usual mental ability or talent. 


Dr. Vaughn-Eames said a 
child is gifted if he does these 
things: 

Constantly asks questions. 

Wants to see things happen. 

Takes at least one object 
apart every day. Putting it 
back together apparently is too 
much to ask. 


Shows an interest in music. 

Likes to dance. 

Wants to hear stories and 
asks questions about them. 

Shows an interest in science. 

Learns to read early, usually 
by himself. 


TAUGHT HIMSELF 


‘“‘We discovered one four-year- 
old boy was gifted when he 
asked his kindergarten teacher 
if he could read a story to the 
class. He had taught himself by 
watching television commer- 
cials,”” said Dr. Vaughn-Eames. 


“Once you discover a gifted 
child, your work doubles. But 
these do’s and don’t’s can help: 

“Don’t push him, mentally or 
socially. You'll just retard him. 

“Don’t pay him to learn. He

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Educator Questions 
Emphasis on Science

“Protecting ourselves physically is important,” 
commented Dr. Jane Franseth, former Georgia edu- 
cator, “but that alone won’t save us.” 


Dr. Franseth, who now is 
consultant in rural 
schools for the U.S. Office of 
Education, was discussing the 
furor about U.S. public school 
education stirred up by Russia's 
apparent scientific lead. 

She is spending a week in 
Georgia as an adviser to mem- 
bers of Atlanta area county 
school systems and Georgia col- 
leges. 


GOAL IN EDUCATION 


““Much of my time,”’ she con- 
tinued, “is spent trying to get 
and give 1 7 ture of our goal 
in education — how to produce 
democratic citizens. 

“If we multpily the amount 
of science and math offered in 
the schools to the extent that 
Russie -cems to have done, 
there is real danger in losing 
sight of our goal . . . in forget- 
ting about our moral stand- 
ards.”’

M.A. and Ph.D. in Michigan 
colleges. In 1934 the blue-eyed 
teacher was lured to Georgia 
Teachers College by its late 
president, Dr. }" S. Pittman 
She came for two years to 
develop the rural supervision 
program and worked at various 
jobs in Georgia education for 12 
years. In 1946 she moved to 
Washington, D. C. 

Many people don’t realize, she 
explained with concern, how se- 
rious increased emphasis on 
technology can be if it pushes 
out courses in the humanities. 
“Many people think the Rus- 
sian type system makes better 
scientists,” she added, ‘‘and 
that’s all right for destructive- 
ness. But we want to know how 
to develop individual under- 
standing and improve our qual- 
ities of living.’ 

SCHOOLS IMPROVING 

In defense of American edu- 
cation, Dr. Franseth said that 
our school system has been im- 
proving steadily. As our path- 
way to protecting ourselves 
without “losing sight of our 
goal,’’ she made this suggestion, 
*‘We've got to do a better job in 
analytical and critical thinking, 
from the first grade on up.” 

This is where supervisors can 
teachers grow, she ex- 
plained. Educators these days 
are working harder on the prob- 
lem of what thinking really 
means . . In recognizing a 
problem, then getting informa- 
tion about it, then analyzing 
the information for a_ solution. 

“Children are getting more ex- 
perience in making decisions, in 
learning to use their own judg- 
ment and in following the 
truth.” 

“ENJOY SCIENCE” 

Added Dr. Franseth, “‘I think 
most children enjoy science. 
Elementary schools, particular- 
ly in the Atlanta area, offer a 
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correction whatsoever.

areas as well as science are 
important, Dr. Franseth com- 
mented, ‘“‘We do not yet know 
how to make adjustments in 
our thinking. We are trying to 
educate children to do their best 
in society, but we have a rigid 
standard to measure by. We 
believe that everyone has the 
right to go to school, but we 
haven’t struggled out of the be- 
lief that everyone ought to be 
average.” 

Really qualified teachers, 
added Dr. Franseth, recognize 
the individual differences in 
their students. For children who 
show special aptitudes in math 
and science, such teachers satis- 
fy their curiosity with special 
projects. They also offer chal- 
lenges to the bright children and 
remember the slow ones, too, 
without excluding them from a 
normal social environment. 
MONEY LACKING 

But money for adaptable, 
qualified teachers is so sadly 
lacking in many areas of the 
country, said Dr. Franseth, that 
such individuality is not recog- 
nized. Many times, activities 


| outside the classroom (science 


clubs, for example) offer stim- 
ulus to youngsters with special 
aptitudes. 

As for parents’ responsibility 
in educating their children, Dr. 
Franseth is encouraged by the 
strength and success of the 
PTA. In answer to the complaint 
that parents sometimes discour- 
age their youngsters from learn- 
ing, Dr. Franseth said, “It’s 
sometimes frightening when 
children know so much more 
than adults. They ask questions 
we can’t answer. I think we 
soon will appreciate intellectual 
capacity more than we do now, 
but we do want to remember 
that we are trying to educate 
all our children, and their

College football teams are heading for the finish 
line and sports writers for the all-star polls. Tuesday 
afternoon regional delegates on the Associated Press 
Board convened in our town and started shearing the 
large flock of Southeastern Conference stars. 

Once opened the session the authors quickly 
discovered that they were in general agreement on bona fide All- 
America candidates. However, selection of the All-SEC team poses 
oo ee quite a problem. 


There aren’t too many truly great 
~~ football players in our area this year, 

» but there are many stick-outs. worthy 
of berths on the All-SEC squad. Of 
F course, the team won’t be completed 
- until the season ends, but the repre- 
sentatives who have seen all the clubs 
in action made recommendations. 


I¢ will be no violation of the 
AP ethics code to reveal that 
Auburn end Jimmy Phillips and 
Kentucky tackle Lou Michaels are 
the leading All-America candi- 
dates from our vicinity. They rank 
with the all-time greats produced 
in the conference. Both will be 
near the top of the pro draft list. 
The overworked adjective of great 
snugly fits them. 

Phillips and Michaels should be 
unanimous choices on every SEC team, but there'll be quite a 
wrangle over the other positions. In fact, there was considerable 
debate during Tuesday’s session. 

There is an exceptional crop of standout ends in the SEC. 
Virtually every member has flankmen worthy of nomination. Down 
on the Plain, they’ll tell you that Jerry Wilson is only a step behind 
Phillips. Georgia Tech rates Jerry Nabors and Ted Smith near the 
top of the check list. 


—Crashing The Line Is A Tough Chore 


Sophomore Jimmy Vickers closed strong for Georgia. Iron- 
ically, Vickers was voted the outstanding player at Columbus last 
Saturday in competition with Phillips and Wilson. On the bayou, 


they say that Red Hendrix and Bill Smith rank with the top-drawer 
men. It’s the same on all fronts: there’s John Benge at Miss. State, 
Larry Grantham at Ole Miss, Landon Darty at Tennessee, Don 


Fleming and Dan Pelham at Florida and several more. 


There’s a tremendous duel at center between Tech's Don 


Stephenson, an All-America last year; sophs Jackie Burkett of 

Auburn and Dave Lloyd of Georgia. Injuries knocked State’s Jim- 

my Dodd out of contention, but transplanted guard Jack Benson 

came on with flying colors. Max Fugler of LSU has been sensa- 

tional at the pivot since shifting from fullback, and Ole Miss 

coaches argue long and loud about Milt Crain, a 6-5 junior. 

Michaels leaves only one slot open at tackle. Gene Hicker- 

son, 230-pound belicow of the Ole Miss line; Charlie Mitchell 
of Florida, Bill Johnson of Tennessee are only a notch back 
of Big Lou. Johnson plays guard on offense and tackle on de- 
fense, so he’s a candidate at either post. He’s also a challenger 
for All-America honors. And there’s Al Aucoin at LSU, Ben 
Preston of Auburn and Nat Dye of Georgia. 

It’s impossible to select two men at guard. Ole Miss has a 
terrific guard in Jackie Simpson; Bill Rains of Alabama is the 
best I’ve seen this year, if you list Johnson with the tackles. Au- 
burn raves about Zeke Smith; Georgia votes for Cicero Lucas, Tech 
enters Leon Askew, and Vandy. claims George Deiderich ig the 
eream of the crop. That’s only a few of the standouts. 


—Pick Any Four Backs and You'll Score 


All-star boards usually spend more time arguing over backs 
than linemen, and there was a lengthy discussion at our meeting. 
But the wrangle was thicker about the men up front. 

The loudest argument in Mississippi this year isn’t over the 
merits of the Rebel and Maroon football teams. It involves the 
quarterbacks, State’s Billy Stacy and Ole Miss’ Ray Brown. There’s 
no way to settle the dispute, for both are tremendous football 
players. 

However, Georgia Tech Coach Bobby Dodd says he wouldn’t 


swap soph Fred Braselton for either Brown or Stacy. Vandy’s Art 
Guepe maintains that the easiest and most accurate way to settle 


the squabble is to pick Boyce Smith, and coaches rave about Gene 
Newton of Tulane. 

There’s always a long list of outstanding halfbacks. Florida 
kicks off with Jimmy Kountree and Bernie Parrish. Tennessee 
supporters say they don’t care whether you pick tailback Bobby 
Gordon at halfback or quarterback. Auburn goes along with 
Tommy Lorino and Bobby Hoppe, and LSU claims that Billy 
Cannon, despite a recent relapse, is still the best of the lot. 

Georgia points to Jimmy Orr, leading in pass receiving for the 
second time in three years; Kentucky presents Bobby Cravens as 
the finest runner in the league—and he may be. Ole Miss has Billy 
Lott and Leroy Reed heading a large and talented stable; Vandy 
points with pride to Phil King and Tom Moore. 

Fullback is open for full-scale debate. Jimmy Taylor of LSU 
lead the nation’s scorers; Auburn banks on Billy Atkins, Georgia has 
Theron Sapp, Ole Miss will stick with Bill Hurst and Tennessee 
with Tommy Bronson. Name the team, and they’Il name you a 
fullback candidate. 

There’s simply no way to squeeze that crop of talent into an 
1l-man team, but it’s fashionable to select all-stars. So it will be 
interesting to see how the AP team shapes up when the votes are 
tabulated in December. One thing’s for sure. The SEC squad would 
be able to hold its own with any section in an all-star game.

‘CATS DICKEY FAVORS 
END OF ‘RED SHIRTING 


LEXINGTON, Ky., Nov. 19 (®—President Frank G. Dickey 
of the University of Kentucky said tonight he thinks the South- 
eastern Conference should abolish the practice of “red-shirt- 
ing” athletes. 

Red-shirting is the practice of withholding an athlete from 
varsity competition a year—usually is sophomore year—to save 
a year’s eligibility for later use. 

The Southeastern Conference permits athletes four years of 
competition—including freshman competition—within five years. 

Dr. Dickey told newsmen his concern is mainly with foot- 
ball, where red-shirting is widespread in the SEC, but added 
he is opposed to red-shirting in any sport. 

He said he believes the practice is not in line with “the best 
principles of higher education.” The primary purpose of col- 
leges and universities is to ‘‘provide educational opportunities 
for all students, including athletes,’’ he said. 

Dr. Dickey said he thinks this purpose, in the case of ath- 
letes, ‘‘can best be served by encouraging them to go straight 
through’’ to their academic goals. 

He said the practice of red-shirting “‘seems to have grown to 
to rather gigantic proportions.” 


He added he did not know whether Kentucky would formally 
move that the SEC abolish red-shirting. But he said the Uni- 
versity favors abolishing the practice.

The rumblings from Pittsburgh last week for a realignment

(Now that New York has 
vg iB only one baseball club the same holds true for 
Charley Trisst baseball in Chicago.) Without question, Chicago 
“4s now the major league sports capital of America. 

Pro teams must average over 25,000 each Sunday before they 
‘an break even. Players are making more money than ever be- 
“fore. The “Big Three” in this respect are the Cardinals, Lions and 
‘Rams. 

. Their payrolls would even make some large corporations 
‘shudder. Television revenue is helping to offset the tremendous 
*<expense now involved in running a pro franchise.

The only player in pro football history who scored more 
points than Lou Groza of Cleveland was Don Hutson, yet Groza 
has scored only one touchdown in his 12 years as a pro. That 
touchdown stemmed from a Cleveland trick against the Redskins 
when Otto Graham passed to Groza, a tackle, who was made 
eligible when an end faded into the Cleveland backfield and a 
back moved up to make it a required seven-man line. It caused 
a change in the pro rule, marking an end to the “tackle eligible’’ 
play. It was called unsportsmanlike.
